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MAJOR CUBAN EXILE ORGANIZATIONS 


The number cf Cuban cxiles in the United States now approaches 
200,009, ecneentiated πρίν in the ΜΙ ΠΣ sean. Ther continue to 
arrive ire. Jue. πὸ the sete of chouk 2,55 τ σὺ, τσὶ eddition, 
there cre coowvt + ,G00 to 35,000 exiles i: erunirics ctncer than 
the U.S., princimily in “πὸ Western Hanmisphere. 
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Since the beginning of the year, an increasing preportion cf 
the arrivals have been frem the lewer cconomic levels cf Cuban 
secict;. Fer example, in duly 1962, slightly more than half cf 
the arrivals were unskilled werkers. 


Despite a censiderable amcunt of financial assistance granted 
them, and attampts tc relocate tham cutside the Miami area, exilcs 
still have uppermcst in their minds the desire to return tc a free 
Cuba. 


The desire has led to the fcrmaticn cf a large mumber cf exile 
organizaticns. Over two hundred anti- Castro organizaticns arc 
knewn to have been formed ameng Cuban exiles. The multiplicity 
ef the exile grcups reflects the divisicn and disunity amcng them. 
A further complicating facter is the gulf that exists between the 
grcups in exile and anti-Castre elanents within Cuba. 


Dominating tc scme extent this ccnfused exile picture is 
the Cuban Revcluticnary Ccuncil (CRC), compesed cf erganizaticns 
drawn largeiy frem the center cf the pelitical spectrmmm. Fcrmed 
in March 1961 tc ensure’ unity befcre the invasicn between the 
main exile grcup, Demccratic Revoluticnary Frent (FRD), and the 
main underground grcup, Pecples Revcluticnary Mcvement (MRP), 
the CRC is both anti-Castre and anti-Batista. Its pregram 
calls fcr the cstablishment cf a danccratic gcverrment in Cuba 
bascd en the Censtituticn cf 190, Mcst cf its members believe 
that the criginal cbjectives cf the Revcluticn were gccd, but 
that Castre has betraycd end pervertcd then. Its Chairman, 

Jcsc Mirc Cardcna, was a preminent and respected lawyer whe 
served f 2 a shcrt time as Prime Minister at the beginning cf 
the Castre regime. Hewes later appcinted ambassadcr te the 
United States but never teck up his pest. He left Cuba in mid- 
1960, The Ccuncil has representatives in mcst Latin American 
cities. 


Seme cf the principal exile cr anizaticns belcnging tc the 
:- Ε 
CRC are: 


(1) Rescate Demccraticc Revclucicnaric: A splinter grcup 
cf the Autenticc Party (cfficial party cf the Grau-San Martin and 
Pric Sccarras adninistraticns) which is headed by Antcnic Varena. 
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(2) Mcvimientc de Recuperacicn Revclucicnaria: Organized in 


Cuba in mid-1959 by defectcrs fran the 26 of July Mcvement. 


(3) Mcvimiente Demecratica Cristianc: Organized in Cuba in 
the fall cf 1959 under the leadcrship of Jcse Ignacic RASCO. 
The membership is ccmpcsed principally cf ycung Cathclic grcups. 


(4) Mevimientc 30 de Nevienbre: A ereup of liberal laber 
leaders crgamized in Cuba in late 1959 by David SALVADOR. 


(5) Organizacicn Menticristi (known as Mcntecristi Greup) 


This is a relatively small ercup ccnsisting cf prefcssicnals and 
businessmen. 


(6) Aceicn Revclucicnaria Demecratica: A mederately ccnser- 
vative, small crganizaticn which 15 a splinter grcup cf thc AAA 


headed by Dr. Aurelianc Sanchez Arange: 


(7) Frente Obrere Revclucicnaric Demecraticc Cubanc (FGRDC) 
An exile laber grcup. . 


(8) Directcrial Magisterial Revelucicnaric: An crganizaticn 
ef exiled Cuban teachers and prcefesscrs. 


(9) Cerperacicnes Eecnemicas: & grcup ccmpcsed cf rcepresen- 
tatives cr the many important sectcrs cf preducticn in the fcrmer 


Cuban eccncamy. 
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Of the myriad cf crganizaticns cutside the Ccuncil, the mcre 
premincnt arc: 


1. Mcevimientc Revclucicnaric del Pucble (MRP). The MRP was 
crganized in lete 1959 by Manucl Ray. Its pregram clesely fclicus 
the criginal arms cf the 26th cf July revcluticn. 


2. Dircctcric Revclucicnaric Estudiantil (DRE): A revcluticnary 
student crganizaticn formed in Miami in 1960. It is a direct descen- 
dant cf the twc previcus revcluticnary directcrates that fcught 
acinst the dictatcrship cf Machadc anda Batista. The DRE nas repre- 
sentatives in a number cf Latin Amcrican ccuntrics. 


3. "Gevernment in Arms in Exile" This grcup, headed by 
Dr. Julic Garceran whe was fcrmerly a member cf the Cuban Supreme 
Ccurt, maintains cn questicneble gercunds that its leacer is the 
toatl sueccesscr tc the Castre regime. This grcup is reliably 
reperted tc be clescly asscciated with cx-President Pric. 
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4. Junta Revclucicnaria (JURE): A new crganizaticn fcrmed by 
fanuel Rav in September 1962 in Puertc Ricc. Althcugh nct toc 
much is kncwn abcut this crganizaticn as yet, its pregram generally 
fcllews Ray's views. 


There are in additicn nmmercus military crzanizaticns - Air Ferce 
ex-Constituticnal Army, Navy, Cuban Constitutional Crusade, Cuban 
Army cf Liberaticn. Even thcugh these are prefessicnal crganizaticns 
claiming tc be nen-pclitical, they are scught after by the varicus 
m litical Leaders. 
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The remaining grcups are usually ecmpcsed cf a very smali 
mumber cf pecple gathered arcund an cxile perscnality.
